“ living 
wills”

state’s new right to die law. 
More than 600 letters to the 
author of the law, the first in 
the nation, have sought 
information about making 
the socalled “ living will” 
that allows terminally ill 
adults to choose to die rather 
than be kept alive as long as 
possible by medical treat­ 
ment. 
“ Death I do not fear, but I 
do fear living as a human 
vegetable,” said one of re­ 
ceived by Assemblyman 
Barry Keene, D-Eureka, 
who was prompted to drew 
up the act by the case of 
comatose 
Karen 
Ann 
Quinlan in New Jersey. 
“ I am 77 years old, and 
like many of my peers, 
dread being kept alive in 
some nursing home far past 


the time when God would 
like me to be left alone,” 
wrote another. 
One nurse wrote: “ I have 


seen so many human beings 
suffer in a state of near­ 
death and it is ghastly.” 
The law, signed Sept. 30 by 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr . 
takes effect Jan. I. 
Specifically, the law will 


allow persons over 18 to 
order doctors to withdraw 
life sustaining procedures if 
they face “ imminent death” 
and a rtificial techniques 
serve no purpose but to 
postpone it. 
The directive, to be wit­ 
nessed by two other persons, 
could be revoked either 
orally 
or 
in 
writing 


Physicians will be immune 
from 
civil 
or 
crim inal 


prosecution if they follow the 
order. 
State officials plan to meet 


with lawyers and doctors to 
draw up precise directions 
for completion of the form.

Polly’s Pointers 


Growing gardenias 
is demanding work 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I would like som e advice from the 
readers concerning the care of gardenia plants. My two- 
vear-old plant is growing quite tall, but has had very 
small blooms and has only bloomed twice. I have it in­ 
doors now. but it was outside in the sun. The results 
there were the sam e I have gotten no real inform ation 
by calling nurseries and would be grateful for any infor­ 
mation — C M .J 
DEAR C.M.J. — From what I have been able to learn, 
gardenias demand very exacting conditions for bloom­ 
ing. This includes full sunlight and frequent watering to 
keep the buds from dropping and the leaves green and 
glossy. They need acid soil, moist air and night 
temperatures from 60 degrees to 65 degrees and day 
temperatures from 72 to 75 degrees. One of my sons has 
a dozen or more beautiful gardenia plants in his yard in 
California that bloom profusely. Perhaps yours are 
growing too tall and would bloom more if pinched back a 
bit. Perhaps some readers will have other ideas for you. 
- POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is that so m any of the cards 
that come in boxes are birthday cards.

DEAR POLLY — My husband always used to have trouble 
with his bathrobe belt. It seemed to tw ist or he would tear off 
the loops I finally found the solution was to have him put on 
the robe while I pinned the belt in place Then I machine 
stitched it to the robe. I stitched both top and bottom for about 
ten inches across the back, but not entirely across Now his 
belt stays in place and there is no more sewing on of loops. — 
MRS. F.J.D . 
DEAR MRS. F.J.D. — I have stitched robe belts from top to 
bottom over each side seam and in the center back after pin­ 
ning, so any fullness is in the proper places. — POLLY.
